City Hall Site To 
Be Settled In Vote 


WHERE 10 PLACE |Very Brief 


(ITY HALL WILL 
BE BALLOT ISSUE 


Question of locating the city 
hall will be answered by Upland 
voters at the municipal election on 
April 11. That the matter will be 
on the ballot is assured, but the 
proper procedure in getting it 
there has not been uefinitely de- 
termined. 

In an informal mevting of Up- 
land officials and representative 
citizens Wednesday a decision was 
reached to let the voters decide 
where the majority want the mu- 
nicipal building. 

Two Procedures Discussed 


At the council meeting last 
night, Edward E. Gray, city at- 
torney, was authorized to outline 
the proper legal procedure. The 
measure can be placed on the bal- 
lot through at least two proced- 
ures. One‘*is by an initiative peti- 
tion, the other by a city ordinance. 
If Mr. Gray recommends the in- 
itiative petition procedure it will 
be suggested to Walter Allen, tem- 
porary chairman of a citizens’ 
group, that a petition be filed. 

The matter of a site for the 
city hall was discussed at a meet- 
ing of 38 residents Monday night, 
at which time plans were made for 
a delegation to appear at the 
Thursday night council meeting. 
In the meantime, however, it was 
thought advisable for leaders of 
the citizens’ group to talk over the 
matter informally with the city of- 
ficials.

STOPPING OF WIND 
EROSION PLANNED 


Vast Project To Rehabilitate 
Areas East of Here Is 
Approved 


Wind erosion east of Upland 
will be a thing of the past if of- 
ficials on a new governmental proj- 
ect just approved find the proper 
solution to the probiem. 

Before any work is done, how- 
ever, experts from the federal soil 
conservation service will make a 
thorough study of the situation and 
if possible prescribe a program 
that will keep the wind from fur- 
ther ruining thousands of acres of 
sandy soil. 

Arthur C. Darsey, engineer in 
charge of the work being done by 
the enrollees at the Cucamonga 
CCC camp, said today that pos- 
sible work includes the sowing of 
cover crops, planting of wind- 
breaks and other cultural prac- 
tices. He termed the “local wind 
area without precedent,” explain- 
ing that officials knew of no other 
district in the nation that had the 
same kind of problem. In view o 
this fact, he said, detailed study 
of the situation will be made be- 
fore any work is started. 

Fifteen thousand acres is very 
badly eroded from severe wind 
storms, Mr. Darsey said. The prob- 
lem of controlling the wind, of 
keeping the soil from being sub- 
ject to movement and of turning 
the unproductive area into prof- 
itable development will be attack- 
ed in the project. 

The setting out of thousands of 
wind break trees and the planting 
of cover crops are likely to be 
major parts of the program in

$125,000 FLOOD 
CONTROL PROJECT 
WILL START SOON 


Run Off From Upland Will Be 





Diverted Into Basin on 
Cucamonga Avenue 





At least a portion of the storm 
water that usually rushes south on 
Euclid avenue will be diverted at 
Eighth street into a new flood con- 
trol project on Cucamonga avenue. 
Cucamonga avenue connects with 
what is commonly known as Groye 
avenue in Upland, 

A series of small check dams 
will be built on Cucamonga avenue 
from Eighth to Fourth streets to 
provide silt disposal and settling 
basins. Cost of the project is es- 
timated by Royal V. Ward, flood 
control engineer, at approximately 
$125,000. It will require a year’s 
time to build the project. The 
county, federai government and 
perhaps the local municipalities 
will participate in sponsoring the 
project. 

The principal object in the proj- 
ect is to convert the present nuis- 
ance of the water flow down Euc- 
lid into a benefit for the entire 
district, Mr. Ward explained. The 
flood water that usually rushes 
down Campus avenue will also be 
diverted into the new spreading 
area. This water will be diverted 
directly into the local underground 
basin. 

On Eighth street, a huge under- 
ground conduit will be built, lead- 
ing from Euclid avenue east to 
Cucamonga avenue. In extending 
east it will also pick up the Cam- 
pus avenue flood stream. 

In times of rain storms at pres- 
ent, these two avenues carry a 
heavy run off through Upland in- 
to Ontario and south out of the 
Chino basin, With the project 
completed, the run off will be 
held hére for use in the local basin 
and will not be a flood nuisance to 
Tocal residents’ and in the Ontario 
business district.

‘Basin listing’ is the technical

These formations, three feet long, 
rectangular in shape, are large 
enough to hold as much water as 
falls during a heavy rain. 

Rain water is held on the spot 
where it falls and seaps into the| 
earth. Without these formations; 
the water runs off, gaining mo- 
mentum and volume and power in 
digging gullies and causing soil 





Just after a field has had the 
services of the basin listing ma- 
chine, it presents the general ap- 
pearance of a waffle. In most 
cases, seed for a cover crop is sown 
just before the listing machine is 
used. Growth of the cover crop 
gives added protection to the soil.

with only two blades, one on each 
side. The blades throw up a wall 
of soil on each side as the ma- 
chine is pulled ahead. On the rear 
is a contraption that digs into the 
soil and then trips at regular in- 
tervals.

In this way soil conserva- 
tion engineers fight the battle 
against erosion. 

This type cf work ig only one 
phase of the activities being con- 
ducted by the federal soil conser- 
vation service in connection With 
the CCC camp on East Arrow 
highway.

of soil conservation is under way. 
Growers To Do It Also 

The “waffle iron” formations in 
the soil are made on condition the 
property owner will continue the 
practice for five years. It is con- 
templated that additional ranch- 
ers will agree to the plan each 
year and eventually most of the 
soil, subject to erosion, will be 
given this. protection. 

During the rains this season the 
formations have held up. D. A. 
Gannon, one of the government en- 
gineers, pointed out that walls of 
the formations would be washed 
in rains of cloud-burst propor- 
tions. In the average rain storm, 
however, the water is held almost 
on the exact spot it falls and thus; 
is conserved without any erosion 
damage to the soil. 

Other Work Under Way 

Other improved practices in 
meeting the water run-off and soil 
erosion problem are being intro- 
duced under leadership of the soil 
conservation service. Arthur L. 
Darsey is in general charge of the 
program. 

The CCC camp was occupied in 
May. At that time plans were 
made for introducing in this part 
of the southland the new practice 
of combatting soil erosion. The 
basin listing machine was used 
prior to the start of the rainy sea- 
son, Many citrus growers, decid- 
uous producers and vineyardists 
are closely observing the effects 
of the system.

Rear houses for residential pur- 
poses and duplexes will be per- 
mitted in various parts cf Up- 
land if proposed changes in the 
zoning ordinance are approved. 
On recommendation of the city 
planning commission the Upland 
council “make the zoning ordi- 
hearing for Feb. 17. 

Seven proposals will be acted 
on. The principal change pro- 
pases to allow the construction 
of multiple family dwellings in 
the area added to Upland in the 
last annexation and in that area 
south of Arrow highway and 
from Laurel avenue west. 

It is also proposed that the 
council “make the zoning orli- 
mance more flexible, go that in 
unusual or extraordinary situa- 
tions, the planning cammission 
could permit certain exceptions, 
under conditions or rules estab- 
lished by the city council.” 


AUDITORIUM WORK 
WILL BE RUSHED 


Everything in Readiness for 
Building Project To 
Be Pushed 








Delayed by rain, work on the 
new Chaffey auditorium will be 
rushed during the coming weeks 
and months. A provision in the 
contract requires the building to 
be finished in 301 days after work 

started....This _meang, the 
structure will be ready for occu- 
pancy during the Christmas holi- 
days. 

Excavation has been started for 
the basement of the building. 
Some of the materials are on hand 
and all preliminary work is in 
readiness for immediate activity 
as soon as conditions will permit. 
The building was started Tuesday 
morning. 

Eight contractors will build and 
furnish the structure, in accord- 
ance with the various contracts 
let by the Chaffey board of educa- 
tion. Approximately 75 men will 
be employed as the maximum num- 
ber at one time on the job. 

Construction of the building is 
looked upon as one of the most im- 
portant units in the campus. ex- 
pansion program. In a beautiful 
setting, the auditorium will oc- 
| cupy the site of the old gymnas- 
ium. This is about midway be- 
tween the high school liberal arts 
building and the memorial library. 
| The auditorium will have a seat- 
ing capacity of 2,350. Several 
classrooms are also included in the 
plans. Cost of the building and 
its furnishings is $400,000.

Our 130,000,000 people have a purchas- 
ing power greater than the 500,000,000 peop'es of Europe 
and much larger than the 1,000,000,000 inhabitants of Asia. 

‘Notwithstanding all this, soap-box orators in and out 
of present day politics assert that the system of free en- 
terprise in a free government which has secured for us 
this mighty advantage in a mighty world is now outmoded 
and belongs to the horse-and-buggy age. In other words, 
the great captains of industry and economic leaders who 
follow in the footsteps of those who made America what 
it came to be, should be displaced by crackpot theorists 
and pink-tea parlor Socialists.’’ 

Mr. McGroarty apparently appreciates the fact that the 
government derives the great majority of its income from taxes 
paid by industry and realizes that the present ‘‘recession’’ is 
caused to a great extent by the attitude of the national ad- 
MHinistration toward business.

PLANTING NOW IS 
URGED BY GARDENER 


I 
Placing of Trees, Sowing of 
Seeds Suggested by 
County Official 





By W. H. Taylor, | 
County Landscape Gardener 

Planting started during January 
may be continued this month and 
trees, shrubs and vines may be set 
out. 

At least eight shade trees should 
be planted on the ordinary city lot 
and some of them should be de- 
ciduous. Deriduous trees and 
shrubs can be purchased with bare 
roots at this time and are reason- 
ably priced. They must be han- 
dled carefully so that the roots will

season in the garden and will fill 
in the gap between early spring 
and summer blooming varieties. | 
Those which may be planted now 
are carnations, dianthus, pinks, 
sweet William, Petunias, verbena, 
cynoglossum, gazenias, clarkia, 
margueites, painted daisies and 
violas. 
Broadcast Seeds 


Flower seed may be sown broad- 
cast in beds and borders. Those |

sweet alyssum in both white and 
lilac, annual phlox, Virginia stock, 
nasturtium, salpiglossis, godeta, 
cynoglossum, mixed vinca, South 
African daisy, ageratum, gaillardia 
and candy tuft. 

You may continue to plant cut- 
tings of chrysanthemums until 
May. Plant them as quickly as they 
are rooted. You may also make 
cuttings of marguerites, geraniums 
and most of the garden shrubs. 

When preparing cuttings, be sure 
to make clean cuts with a sharp 
knife, use short, jointed wood and 
plant them in clean, sharp sand 
in a shady location. Keep them 
moist, but not wet, all the time 
while they are rooting. 

Plant Bulbs Now 

The bulbs which may be planted 
now tor summer blooming are 
gladiolus, montbretias, caladium, 
osculentum, cannas, dahlias and 
tuberose. This is a good time for 
the planting of native shrubs and 
it is important that they should be 
established before the warm 
weather arrives. Keep iris moist 
and if you have not given fertilizer 
to them yet, use an application of 
bone meal. Steamed bone meal 
will become available for plant food 
earlier than other varieties, 

Fertilizer should also be placed

Fresh- 
ly fertilized soil should replace old 
soil in pits and containers in pools 
every two years. For this purpose 
use a heavy, clay loam. 

In a pit about 15 inches deep, 
place three inches of rotted barn- 
yard fertilizer at the bottom and

| Program Urged for 
Adjacent Canyons 





| Recommended for this county is 
| & $22,863,909 flood control and 
water conservation program. The 
recommendation came from 
county advisory committee and 
was given to the U. S. army en- 
gineering corps. R. V. Ward, Up- 
land, is a member of the commit- 
tee. Some of the proposed proj- 
ects are in San Antonio, Cuca- 
monga and Day canyons. 

There are 63 projects in all parts 
of the county proposed in the gi- 
gantic program on which a public 
hearing will be held in Riverside 
Feb. 25. 

The total gains to be derived 
from such a program, from avoid- 
ance of flood damage, salvage of 
surplus flood water, now-interrup- 
tion of normal commerce and in- 
crease in land values through flood 
values would be $35,177,692, it is 
estimated. 


Way, chairman of the county ad- 
viscry flood control and water con- 
servation committee, would provide 
}a@ complete safeguard from the 
heaviest floods and insure adequate 
water conservation measures, 

After the public hearing, the 
army engineering corps will deter- 
mine which projects are the most 
feasible and most needed and will 
conduct final surveys. The final 
projects will be recommended to 
Congress for federal financing with 
part of the costs to be sought from 
the sponsoring body. 

The improvements suggested in- 
cluded reservoirs, retarding basins, 
conduits, spreading grounds, chan- 
nel improvements, by-pass chan- 
nels and erosion control measures. 

The survey was authorized by 
Congress, who appropriated funds 
for a national rivers and harbors 
study.

of faith and reason. We are crea- 
tures of logic and emotion and we 
need both. We need a synthesis 
of both science and religion. Re- 
ligion begins, he quoted, where 
science and philosophy leave off. 

Science has not destroyed the 
basic truths of religion which are 
today the same as they have been. 
It does not negate the belief in the 
spiritual element in the universe 
nor the ethical truths of religion. 
Morality, the speaker indicated, is 
universal. Nothing has been tak- 
en away from the dignity of man, 
despite evolution. If man’s origin 
is humble hig rise is more to his 
credit than if he were now in a 
lower area than formerly. 

Nothing which science has of- 
fered disproves growth. The speak- 
er felt that in the main the world 
marches on. Nothing in science 
disproves free will or moral re- 
sponsibility, although it has modi- 
fied the former. 

There is a place for mysticism 
and intuition in life, for emotions 
as well as logic. There is a place 
for religion in the lives of all men, 
according to the speaker. The 
greatest minds in the world today 
are religious, not according to old 
dogma, but in the light of present 
understanding.

R. Kipp, international affairs stu- 
dent of San Antonio Heights,

Taking as: her topic, “How Pat-i 
riotism in 1938,’’ Mrs. Kipp point-

Mrs. Kipp strongly urged a 


change to clear-thinking, non-im- 
passioned citizenship and declar- 
ed that peace-time patrictism 
calls for as much ability and 
often as much sacrifice as dces 
war-time emotionalism. 

In sketching briefly the para- 
doxes in the 1938 world condi- 
tions, Mrs. Kipp cited particular- 
ly what she termed the bogey 
predictions of a coming conflict 
between the white and _ yellow 
races, pointing out that in the 
present alignment in the Oriental 
conflict, white and yellow races 
are allied on each side, Japan, 
Italy and Genmany on the one 
side and England, France and 
China on the cther. 

In referring to the internation- 
al situation on the western hem- 
isphere, Mrs. Kipp emphatically | 
urged the necessity of exercising 
the highest kind of patriotism, no 
longer solely from an idealistic 
standpoint, but as a meang of 
self-preservation, She emphasiz- 
ed the urgent necessity for the 
peopie of the north to drop their 
supercilious attitude and further 
a spirit of true friendliness and 
fellowship with the natives -to 
the south. In this connection she 
told of the work being accom- 
plished by the Pan-American Al- 
liance. 

The club meeting was largely 
attended and Mrs. Kipp’s ad- 
dress was received with deep ap- 
preciation by her audience.
